In addition to the distinguished Ameri- 


can guests, it is Senator Stanford's inten- 
tion to invite a number of the most rs- 
uowndd literary and educational celebrities 
of Europe, among them the Dean of Os- 
ford and Cambridge.

oiaco and be enterttined at Senator Stan- 
ford's palace, and also at his magnificent

Editor Boynton, of the Oroville Register, 


made a hit at the California Press Associa- 
tion meeting in, Sacramento this week. He 
spoko on "The Country Newspaper," and 
the address was full of logic and good hard 
practical business sense. We copy a few 
points from his ajdress: 


All country newspapers must be sup- 


ported from two sources, subscriptions and 
advertisements, and one of the two far 
the greater source of revenue must come 
from advertisements. 
Now while each one 


recognizes the f -sot tha1; all business men 
in a town wham a paper is published 
receive some benefit irom the paper, yet 
only half the business men help support 
the paper. Let me repeat that idea in 
another form to impress you with it more 
strongly. Each man in every community 
reaps a value from the publication of a 
newspaper in the town where he does busi- 
ness, yet only one-half the business men of 
California towns are advertigera in the 
local papers. 


The paper is all the time working for 


the best interest of the town; it shows the 
advantages that your home presents in 
comparison with other towns. 
It indicates 


to the country reader what lines of goods 
he can purchase there cheaper than he can 
by sending to some larger or more popu- 
lous place. 


If a box factory is started the local pap&r 


is the first to show the facilities to orchard- 
ists iu the vicinity. If a flouring mill is 
built the country press is the first and most 
persistent to advocate the use of home- 
made flour. If a wagon factory is put in 
operation, or a fruit cannery started, or a 
broom factory sets to work, the local paper 
is the first to lend a helping hand and con- 
tinues the most powerful and persistent! 
agent in making known the advantage your 
town presents in these various lines. 


Hence, ws say a newspaper is constantly 


helping and benefiting each business man 
in the place whera it is published. But we 
repeat, scarcely one-half of the business 
men respond by supporting the local paper 
by using it as an advertising medium. 


It is a fact to be regretted that in making 


his paper a success more depends upon the 
tact and skill of the editor as a business 
manager than upon hid ability and talent 
as a writer. Banning a country newspaper 
is a matter of dollars rather than ideas, of 
quick collections, rather than of good writ- 
ings—a matter of businass aptitude in 
place of: cleverness and taste in a literary 
sense. 
You may be a man of capacity, one 


who is well road, a brilliant writer, and 
yet be surpassed as an editor by a man of 
common attainments. Now in moat country 
printing offices the editor must be onco edi- 
tor, business manager and bill collector, 
anJ, bear iu mind, that of ihe three tho 
last is the moat important. 


High literary abUity ia no guarantee that 


subscribers will be addod to your list; the 
fact that you print a bright, clean and 
newsy shoot will help y.m greatly,

The 
bngbtsdtcmd most wide-awake editor on the 
Pacifio Coast canuot publish a first-class 
paper in Kooky Gulch or at Poker Plat if 
those places are dead and dull, and the bus- 
iness men take no interest in the same, 
Tho local puper is rather an index of the 
town than of the editor. 
It' Ihs business 


men of the town yivo a paper a liberal sup- 
port that paper will be a credit to tho place, 
will be bright and newsy and will enhance 
the value of every man'n property in the 
place. 


The country newspaper labors for the 


public good at all times, for better sower- 
age, purer -watBr, cleaner streets and roads, 
for more brilliant lights, more lasting pave- 
ments and for the convenience and benefit 
of the public under all circumstances. It 
labors to have lnrg<» land-holdings cut np, 
to have now orohnr'i.-j find vineyards planted, 
to have mills started, factories opened and 
mines developed. Thus it labors, urges, 
poshes on the work, never failing to do 
Us duty, always lending iu the line of 
progress, and 
advancing in tbe lino of 


improvement. 
It is the most 
faithful 


servant in the whole community, the most 
useful member ol its locality. " It is ever 
alert to note anything of disadvantage to 
its home, nnd always repdy to lend a 
helping hand to bring about something for 
the public good.

A FAIR FAEE SPOTTEE. 


THE WAY A WOMAN DETECTS^DIS- 


HONEST CAR CONDUCTORS. 


She Has a Remarkable Memory for^Nam- 


toers—She Always Pays Her ' 3?aro., and 
Rides' irltli Different Men—The Way 
Collectors of Tares Can Cheat. 
I met a female spotter and -was „ sur- 


prised to learn to what an extent this 
system of espionage is carried on. TJV. the 
principal horse oar lines in. the city. The 
young -woman detective -with -whom I 
come in contact was an exceedingly pre- 
possessing looking girl, quietly dressed 
in a gray cloth gown, with small round 
hat to match. 


"Oh, the queer things I gee .and -the 


queer things I do," she quotga laugh- 
ingly, with a pretty gesture of perplex- 
ity. "My varied experiences'"wxmld fill 
a good eiaed volume.. ]$ut <some tip to 
my rooms while I talk. My hours are 
from 11 to 4, so. as it is now 5 o'clock J 
am at liberty until to-morrow morning,'" 


She led the way up to a small flat in 


West FiEty-abrth street, furnished, in a 
'dainty, inexpensive manneis^with evi,- 
denceaof » refined mind^md^cnltivated 
taete. 
"There's only myinother,, my self; and 


pne big cat," she explained, sand a jolly 
looking little dumpling of a woman 
came forward to greet us, She was evi- 
dently an ardent admirer of herdaugh- 
ter's.prowess and capabilities, 


DANQEB OF XISOOVEKS^ 


"Wo sit hero and laugh bythe/honr 


after I get home over my day's advent- 
ures—-don't we, mother?" she rattled on. 


"Do you find it tedious or mind the 


position it places yottan?" 


"Why, not a bit. I've becornewso used 


to it now. Let me see, it's three years 
since I first began, and I haven't been 
found out yet. Of course it requires a 
great deal of tact and watchfulness to 
be able to go- over tho same road day 
after day and not be- suspected by the 
different conductors, but I am very-care- 
ful not to get on the same'car-more-ihon 
once a day, though occasionally, if J 


(take, say, car 49 down in the morning I 
can board the same one coming back at 
night, thus giving the impression that I 
have been down town to business all 
day." 
She said she made a point never to 


start at the beginning of the road nor to 
end at the terminus. 
"I have been engaged in this work-so 


long now," she continued, "that I can 
tell at a distance whether my right car 
"is coming or whether I have been a pas- 
senger on it onca before that day-." 


The road officials always employ men 


as spotters during the early morning 
hours and later in tho afternoon, the 
traffic during those portions of the day 
being greater than at any other times, 
but in respect to the danger of discovery 
the intermediate hours, when the car 
takes on comparatively few passengers, 
are really the most risky. 


"Are you an expert?" 
"Well, yes, they do call me an expert, 


but I was dreadfully nervous at first and 
painfully conscious. 
Every time the 


conductor looked at me I expected to see 
Tilm walk up, put his hand on my shoul- 
der and tell me that he knew just what 
I was there for, but this feeling gradu- 
•ally wore off until now I can look one 
square in the face and hand him my fare 
without even a quiver of the eyelids." 


DUTIES OP A SFOTTKK, 


"What are you obliged to do?" 
"In the first place, I must take the 


conductor'a number, and the number of 
jthe car, Naturally if I ride any dis- 
tance these can be easily remembered 


i without the aid of pencil or paper. Th&n 
the passengers must be counted as they 
come in. At the beginning of my career 
I pursued quite a neat idea of turning 
over a leaf of the book I was pretend- 
ing to read on the occasion of every 
fresh arrival; this action appeared nat- 
ural and conveyed the idea that I was 
carelessly scanning the contents, but as 
time passed on I found I could rely on 
my memory more and more, until now I 
have no difficulty whatever in retaining 
large numbers in my head for any length 
of lame." 


The fair spotter went on to say that 


there are always several spotters on one 
line, and each one takes a turn at every 
conductor in rotation. It would never 
do to stick to one during his entire trip, 
as he would soon find out the garnej so 
when one spotter, for instance, watches 
him from Fourteenth to Thirtieth street 
and then gets off another spotter takes 
his place within a radius of a few 
blocks. 
"If I am not mistaken," she continued, 


"I think taere were eight discharged 
through my investigation during the 
first sixmoaths of my work, but whether 
it is due TO their gradually becoming 
aware that they are being constantly 
and closely watched or not, there is cer- 
tainly 100 per cent, less cheating now 
than two years ago. Of the eight dis-
